T2 begin theſe tryumphant ſpoꝛts, his bighnes, the Nunes | 
my Pꝛince Charles, P2ince Fredericke.. with the 
Pzinces E1:zabcrh his ropall bꝛide, and the relt ofthe no⸗ 
bilitie of England, vpon Thurſday the eleuenth of Febzuarie in 
the euening, being placed in the galleries and windowes about 
his Highnes Court of whiteYall, where in the fight of thou⸗ 
ſands of people, many artificiall concluſſons in Fire wozkes 
were vpon the 7 hames perfo2med,and that the pleaſyrabls fights 
on the water, might equall the ſumptuous ſhowes on theland, 
thus they p2ocaeded.

After this, was heard an other ratling ſound of Cannons, 
almoſt couering the ay2e with fire and ſmoake, and fozthwith 
appeared out of a hill of earth made vpon the water, a very 
ffrange. fire flaming vpzight like vnto a blazing ſtarte: After 
which flew foꝛth a number ok rackets ſo high in the ap2e, that we 
could not chuſe but appꝛoue by all reaſons that Arte hath excee⸗ 
ded Nature, ſo artificially were they perfoꝛmed, and ſtill as the 
Chambers and Culuerines plaide vpon the earth, the fice wozkes 
danced in the ay2e, to the great delight of his Vighnes, and the

Out of the ſame mount oꝛ hill ot earth flew an other frange 


 pieceofartificzall fire-wozke, which was inthelikenesofa hun⸗

Alter the ſame; iſſued out of the mount, a number of hunting 
hounds made of fire burning, purſuing the afozefaid Harte vp

During the time of all theſe triumphant exerciſes, there was 
not a man vnbuſied but enery one laboured, ſome dh Land, ſome 
on Mater, ſome one wap, ſome an other, to mone his Pighnes, 
and the reſt of his pꝛincely friends a pleaſing content, which 
hee and the other Pꝛintes with a gratious acceptance, apptaus 
ded, to the great comozt of the perlozmers, and no litle iop to 
the beholders. 

The next mozning, being Fryday,his Bighnes, not inten⸗ 
ding to grace the following ſpoꝛts with his pzeſence, gaue cauſe 
of fozbearace,with ſome relt to the Enginers fa2 their great toyle 
the night befoꝛe.

Nauie was ſet on fire, as the manner is at all ſuch incurfions, 
which blazing Light (as if ſeemed) gaue notice to the Caſtle, 
and cauſed a readines in the ſame foz defence: Jn the meane 
time, theKings N and the Turkich Gallies ioynde, be- 
twirt whom, were ſhowne many ſtrange attempts, euen as 
they had ventured their very liues foz their countries ſafeties : 
they ſpaved neither powder no2 pollicte,, to ſacke one an other, 
but on "both ſides beſtird themſelues ſe b:auely, that his Pigh- 
neſſe withall the reſt of his attendauts were therewith much 
delighted: At laſt the Galliss being ouerchargodwith long and 
fozward incounters ofthe Englich Rauie, fo2 refuge and ſhelter 
made new vnto the Caſtle, which began likewiſe to play bzausly 
vpon the Engliſh, and ol. their thundering ozdinance made 
as it wers the ground ko hake. 

The kings Nauie to anſwere them was not backward ina 
perfozmance, but made the ayze glomie with fire and ſmoake 
ro2eriiig from their lowds mouthed Cannons. 

The fight fo2 a time continues fiercely, the vicozie leaning 
to neither fide, either ol them attempting to aNault and board 
each other, but at tat the Gallies being ſoze bzuzed and beaten, 
be zan to reid, wherebpon.the Engliſh Admirall fell downe and 
calf anker befo2e the Caſtle, and then ſpared not in the beſt mans 
ner fo thunder off their Oꝛdinance, whereat the Turkesyel-

chereſulnes fit vpon the countenances of many thouſand bes

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Foz the Rings Maieſtie inhis otyne- perſon ,, actompanied 
with his bzane ſpirited ſonne Pzince Charles of great Brit. 
$4:ne, the Royall Bꝛide-grome, Count Pallatine, the Duke ot 
Linne u, With diners other of the Eatles and Barrons of Eng- 
land and Scorland , together with the p:aiſe-wozthy Peres 
of the Netherland Pꝛouintes, perfo2ined many famous races at 
the King, an exerciſe of much renowne and honour, and the 
knightly fpozts, and the Royall delighes onely befifting the 
dignitie of Kings and Pzinces , and of the chiefeff Pobilb 
tie.

K niahtly followers. 

The Nucenes Paieſtie, with her daughter -the Peintes 
Elizabeth, attended on by many of the greateſt Ladies of the 
Land, being placed in the Galleries and windowes or the Bans 
quetting houſe, In the pzeſenceof many thouſands ofhis Subs 
iecs, the king monnted vpon a Stedof muchſwiftnes, was 
the firſt that began the honourable paffrines, and like a moſt 
noble martialiſt toke the Ring vpon his ſpeare, thza ſeuerall 
times together, whereat the trumpets Will ſounded to the great 
iopofali the beholders. 

After him the Jfluffrious Police, Count Palatine, vpon a 
hoꝛſe of that bzaue courage, which ſermed ko tand vpon no 
ground, where witha fpiric of much fozwardnes, he toke the 
Ring vpon his fpeare twiſe together, fo lightly, and ſo nim⸗ 
bly,that the wholeafſembly gaue him high commendations.

After him, the bzaue young flower, and hope of England, 
Paincs Char/es, mounted as it were vpon a Dpanith Jennet, 


that takes his ſwiftnes from p nature of the winde, moſt coura⸗ 


giouſip, and with much agillitie ol hand, toke the Ring clearely 
fouxe times in ſtue courſas, which was inthe eye of the Kings 
Maieſtie and the Mobilttie, there pꝛoſent, a fight of much admi⸗ 
ration, and an exceeding comfozt to all the land. 

The Duke of Line#x, the Earle of Arundel, the Earle of 
Dorſet, the Loꝛd Huddindon, with diuers other Barrons of 
England, and Deotland, afterward, in honour of this magniſt⸗ 
cent matiage, perfoʒmed many wozthy races, and man times 
teke the Ring with much ſtrangenes, a pleafure ſo pzincely, 
that it euen made the beholders hearts to leape with iop. 

Lhe Nunes Pa ieſtie, with her daughter the Pzinces, all 
the while ſtanding in thewindowos, as eye - witneſſes to theſe 
noble delights,fmiledwith much cheerefulnes, grativuſly than⸗ 
king them all fo2 their doues, but eſpeciallp the new married 
Bꝛide, in honour of whoſe mariage all theſe courtly paſtimes 
were perko2med.. |

fürnituxes, ſhemſciaes attired in cloth of golde and tigue, mol 
glozioulip ſhining, lighted by a number of tozches, to beautiſie 
the ſhowe with moze Eye-pleafing delights. \ 
After them, ſome ſire andthirtts $paſkers, dinided by 
twelues, in moſt ſtrangs anticks ſutes, in a moſt admirable and 


ſtately manner. Likewiſs vpon coſtly trapped ſterdes, each of 
them haning a Blackamoze Page attending on Yozſe backe, 
with toꝛch lights burning in their hands. ale 
Alter them followed tha Charrists of Paſkers and Keuel⸗ 
lers, in garments of a meruellous faſhion, ſoartificially diſgui⸗ 
ſed, that they moucd much wonder Apon them attended a num⸗ 
ber of Fotemen, bearing burning to2ches, and withall, many 
trumpets ſounding melodioufly, which was a ſight both to Epe 
and Care, ofan exceeding glozie: Theſe perfozmed many de- 
lightfull dances in His Highnes pꝛeſence, and other paſtimes of 
pleaſure, to the great comfoztof all the beholders, and to the 


high honours of this magnificent, Parriage. 


Of the Tryumphs and Reuells vpon the next 
night following, being Shroue- tueſday. 
Te nert day being Sh2oue-tueſoay, adayofpleaſure, and 
Jollitie by cuſtome, but farre moze delightfull by reaſon of 
this magnificent mariage, which moned many occaſions 
of mirth in his Highnes court, fo2 enery day in ſeuerall attires, 
were the Nobilitie of the land ſeene flouriſhing in the chamber 
of pꝛeſente, and much was the colt ſpent inbanqueting of foz- 
raigne eſtates. as wel Pzinces Embaſſadozs, as the Peres and 
Hobles attending vpon the Pa/cgrave, which vpon this day. 
was as royallp perfoꝛmed, as vpon the fozmer. | 
The bountie of his Paieſkie exceeded, foꝛ his Bighnes court 
was fre fo all people of faſhion, as well Cittizens as others, 
and few came thither that departed without kind entertaine⸗ 
ment fo2 liberalitie, with ſpꝛedding armes kept open houchould, 
whereby the time may well be recozded foz a time of Pzinceg 
pleaſures, bꝑ reaſon P3inces were the maintainers thereof,

The night pꝛotæding, much expectation was made of a ſtage 


play to be acted in the great Ball by the Kings Players, where 


many hundꝛeds or people ſted attending the ſame: but it hapned 


contrarie, fo2 greater pleaſures were pꝛeparing, which in this 


manner were perſo2med, as vpon the night befoze a moſt fas 
mous maſke came to court, by the Gentlemen and ſkudients of 
the lawe, from the Roles Office, by land, ſo ſome thꝛe hundzed 
Gentlemen moze, ol the ſame effate and calling, by water, ts 
equall them in ſtatelines, came likewiſe vp the Thames by was 
fer, with a maſke to Zihite Yall, at whoſe ſetting fozth fcom 
Mincheſter-houſe in their Barges, a peale of oꝛdinante placed 
on the backeſive, ſeemed as it were thunder, the Barges were 
beautified with many flagges and Streamers, lighted with a 
number burning crefſets and tozches, attended on by D2nins 
and Trumpets, which {ounded all the wap moft melcdioullp, the 
Gentlemen and maſkers, had moſt glozious and rich ſuites of 
cloth of gold and ſiluer, with ether Robes of much delight and 
pleaſure, their entertainements in Court were gratious, and 
their perfozmance as curious as the ſkill and Art of wit could 
deuiſe, at which the King and all the ropall aCembly there pꝛe⸗ 
ſent,toke high contentment. 

The kings Paieffie, in the ropaltie ofhis minde, and in res 
card of theſe rare deuiſes of the Gentlemen of the Innes of 
Coutt, (being moſt of them ſonnes to great ſtates of the land) 
inuited them all within few dates after, to a ropall banquet, 
where not onely by his Highnes, but by the Palſegraue and his 
Bꝛide, they had moſt kind and friendly thankes. 

And now to conclude my diſcourſe, the iopes hereof were de⸗ 
clared in manie places, as well Citie as Court: fo2 the Belles of 


London rung generally in euerp Church, and in euerp ſtreete Bon⸗ 


fires blazed abundantly, there was neither coſt noꝛ paines ſpared 
by his Highnes ſubiects, that any way might give ſignes of 
toy, foz the Marriage of his pꝛincelp daughter to her 
ropall Huſband, whom God bleffe with long haps 
pines, and Thꝛoanes of Angelles keepe and 
delend. Amen. 
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
